From the reports of crop corres- 
pondents throughout tae province the 
department of agriculture estimates 
that approximately 1,300 harvest help 
will probably be required to care for 
the crop during the present season. 
A representative of the department 
will be sent to Winnipeg in order to 
see that the provinee secures its fair 
quota of help and also to prevent, if 
possible, a congestion at any one 
point. The department was very sue- 
cessful in doing this last year, and 
while congestions occurred at different 
points in the provinces of Manitoba 
and Saskatchewan no difficulty was 
experionced in Alberta, 

It Was found last Year that a very 
large number of men ‘were available 
from homesteads and a considerable 
number also came into the province 
irom the mountains, and the C, P. R. 
strike doubtless set free a good meny 
men to work in the harvest fields, so 
that the number estimated to be re- 
quired early in the season, namely, 
2,300, was found as harvest approach- 
ed to be marly more than was requir- 
ed. It is considered that 1,300 is a 
very conservative estimate for this 
season,

PORT ARTHUR SECURES 
SHIP BUILDING PLANT 


Ship-building Plant By-law for Bon- 
using Dry Dock and Ship-building 
Plant Carried—Kindred Indus- 
tries Exnected to Follow—Nine 
Other By-laws Also Passed. 


Port Arthur, Aug. 10.—By a vote of 
816 to 47 Port Arthur ratepayers to- 
day the bylaw granting a 
bonus of $25,900 a year for ten years 
and a free site to the Western Dry 
Dock and Building Company, 
which will build a drydock and ship- 
building within the northerly 
limits of the city costing in the neiyn- 
borhood of million dollars. The 
Bare Point has been survey 
ed soundings taken and A. L. 
Brown, of Cleveland, chairman of the 
board of directors of the American 
Ship Building Company, principal 
promotor of the new company, states 
the work will be commenced immedi 
ately. 

The dry dock is the biggest prope- 
sition ever offered Port Arthur and is 
generally coneeded that it means a 
big incentive to the city’s growth, es- 
pecially as several kindred industries 
are expected to follow. Nine othe? 
by-laws, one giving a free site to tho 
Stanworth Martin Company, stone 
cutters and one to purchase the 
Bell Telepkone plant and equipment 
for $3,500 also assed. Others were 
for the extensions of sewer and water 
systems and double tracking the street 
railway. Westerly Park was selected 
as the site for the Carnegie library.

Senator Beique was refused 
permission to appear for the Montreal 
Paving Co. on the ground that the in- 
vestigation concerned the road depart- 
ment and not the paving company, 
and if the company made good profits 
it was simply a compliment to their 
agents in their dealings with the

HANLON’S POINT SWPEPT 
BY FIRE: LOSS $200,000 


Toronto’s Amusement Park Prey to 

Flames — Miss Clara Andrews 
( Loses Life Trying to Save Cash 
Box—Baseball Stands and Famous 
Hotel Among Destroyed Build- 
ings. ’

Toronto, Ont., August 10,—Fire, 


which began at 3.30 this afternoon, 
swept Hanlon’s Point Amusement 
Park, across the bay, at a loss of two 
hundred thousand dollars. The base 
ball park stands and the famous 
Hotel Hanlon are among the destroy 
ed buildings. There was one fatality, 
Miss Clara’ Andrews, of Cobourg, who 
was acting as cashier for the Figure 
8 Amusement Company. She tried 
to save the cash box and was caught 
in the flames, which spread very 
rapidly. Only the skull and a few 
charred bones were recovered, 

The fire started in the rear of the 
“Gem” Theatre, while the employees 
were experimenting with an ilumin- 
ant fire. <A brisk north wind and the 
dry-as-tinder construction of the sur- 
rounding buildings caused the con- 
flegration, The water supply was 
very poor and no pressure was avail 
able ior the firemen who went over to 
fight the fire. 

Among the buildings burned are the 
baseball stands, loss $30,000; the Gem 
Theatre, loss $1,000; Dip the Dips, loss 
$13,000; Figure 8, loss $8,000; Old 
Mill,, lose $6,000; dining pavilion, lose 
25,000; Hotel Hanlon, loss $30,000; 
amusement hall, loss $15,000; band 
stand, pienie pavilion, Torotto Row- 
ing Club house, saloon and several 
refreshment booths, , 

The fire was under control by six 
o'clock. The total insurance is $50,- 
060. The loss to the Ferry Company 
is $150,000,

IS LESS AMERICAN 


Industrialism is Destroying the Old 
Time America of Franklin and 
Washington. 


—— 


Paris, Aug. 11--Concluding a series 
of impressions of America which he 
gained during a recent visit to that 
country Gugleimo Ferrero, the Italian 
historian, finds that the anti-pluto. 
cratic inmovement is essentially a struge 
gle between the old traditions of the 
Puritan. democracy and civilization, 
gold, lixury and pleasure, a repeti- 
tion under modern and more compli- 
cated forms, of the etruggle which 
rent Rome for three centuries, 

The rapidity of development, light. 
ning changes in cuatoms and the cre- 
ation of a multiplicity of new needs, 
he says, eat up the large earnings: of 
the people who, though they are living 
Detter than the Europeans, unfortu- 
nately, have not acquired the habit 
of saving. 

Signor Ferrero believes that the an- 
ti-plutocrat movement is a triumph 
in some directions but it ie destined 
to fal in others, because Amer!cana 
forget in their superb optimism and 
enthusiasm tat the morality of the 
modern civilization is imperfect. 

“Industrialism,” says Signor Fer- 
rero, In concluding, “‘seeme to be de- 
Stroying a part of the old time-Am- 
erica of Franklin and Washington and 
creating an America leas American 
than that of the past. When and 
where this destruction will cease no 
one can say.’”’ 


REVOLTING CRIME AT WARREN. 


Three New-Born Children of Un. 
married Daughters Smothered by 
Latter’s Mother, 


North Bay, Ont., Auguet 10.—A 
revolting crime was revealed today 
at the little village of Warren, on 


the O.P.R. line, 43° miles west of 
North Bay. tumors have been busy 
for some tinfe as to the heppenings 
on the farm of James Robinson, 
seven miles from the village. Robin- 
son iives on a fine farm with his wife 
and ten children. Two unmarried 
daughtere are reported to have had 
children, which eye disap- 
peared. The local authorities visit 


ed the farm and found that one of 
Robinson’s daughters had recently 
given birth to a child. The body 


was buried in the yard. Later two 
infant bodies were found buried, 

Mrs. Robinson confessed that her 
daughters Jessie and Ellen gave bifth 
to the children laet March. Her 
husband was the father of both  in- 
fants. 

Mrs. Robinson smothered both 
between the mattresses. The hua- 
band buried the bodies in boxes, 
Mrs. Robinson refused actually to 
implicate her husband in the kill 
ing. Robinson has disappeared, He 
said he was going west. 

Ellon Robinson, 18 years of age, 
admits bearing two children, one 
born June, 1906, one March last, She 
ie in a delicate condition now. 
Jessie, 19 years old, has one child 
three years old, besides one murder- 
ed in March. 

At the inquest held” today on the 
body of the infant by Coroner Dick 
éon, an open verdict of death from 
unknown causes was given, as Mrs. 
Robinson was not allowed to ineri- 
minate herself, She was then = ar 
rested, however, and will be com. 
mitted for trial tomorrow. She ap- 
pears mentally affected, but has a 
mild temperament. The husband 
has been drinking heavily for several 
years. Mrs. Robinson asked per 
mission and was allowed to attend 
the burial of the infants in the ceme- 
tery tonight, and is now under sur- 
veillance at the hotel. 

The residents of Warren are indig- 
nant at action not being taken by 
the provincial authorities, to whom 
the ease was reported weeks ago. 
The Robinsons came from Rose town: 
ship, near Wolsden, nine years ago, 
Their farm is heavily mortgaged,

Okanagan Hotel Fire Results in 
Eleven Deaths—Building a Mass 
of Flames Before Alarm Was Sent 
In—Searching Ruins Fer Other

Vernon, BC, August 10.—Fire 
broke at in the Okanagan Hotel here 
about two this morning, resulting in 
the total destraction of the building 
and the loss of life of eleven guests 
of the h@use. The Duilding, which 
was of brick Veneer, and three storvrys 
in height, with about 48 reonis, was a 
seething mass of fiimes by the time 
the fire alarm; was turned in f the 
fire station. 

Both the baék and front stairways 


were on fire before the firemen ar 
tived on the geene of the holocaust 
and the guests were escaping ffom 
the burning building down the fire 
escapes or at the rear, where some 
outhouses made their descent less 
hazardous, Only by the most stren- 


uous efforts on the part of the firemen 
was the fire confined to this one build- 
ing, which is situated on the main 
street and surrounded by prominent 
business houses. 

The premises of the Royal Bank of 
Canada, P. Burns, Morris drug store, 
and F. A, Lovering’s real estate office 
were considerably damaged. The 
Chinese were very avtive in their en- 
deavors to eave their quarters, Up to 
the time of wiring, cleven bodies have 
been removed from th smouldering 
ruins and a gearch for more is being 
carried on, 


The dead are: Wilburt Smith, car- 
penter;.J, J. Funsie n, laborer; James 
Anderson, delivery man for J. W. 


Clover; Julius Fuerst, bar tender, re 
lative of the proprietor of a hotel in 
Wetaskiwin; George Jarrat and Geo. 
McKay, of Caigary; Geo. Sigalet, A. 
Hickling, A. Crabtree, a Bohemian 
(name unknown). A. Hickling lost 
his life in his attempt to save the 
life of one of the domestics in the 
hotel, after having saved one of Siga- 
let's daughters,

FIENDISH ACTS OF NEGRO. 


Colol 4" Terribly Beat and Chok- 
ed us ‘Six-Year-Old Girl. 


Guysboro, N.S8., Aug. 10—A_ prelim- 
inary examination in the case against 
Andrew J, Izzard was held yesterday 
before A. H. Derbarros, stipendiary 
tagistrate. The accused is a colored 
boy 13 years old. He was arraigned 
under the charge of causing the death 
of Maggie Ash, a child of 6 years. 

The affair happened at the hoine of 
Joseph, Iazard, who, with his | wife, 
went to a picnic at Boylston in the 
forenoon of the 27th of July. Shortly 
iter their leaving, according to the 
testimony in court of Annie Ash, who, 
with her two children, were stopping 


at the Izzard home, the accused 
started beating the old lady with a 
rope, and while doing so he stepped 


upon a duck, injuring its head. He 
then turned upon the little girl and 
blamed her for hurting the duck. He 
began beating her with the rope, and 
after a little he tied her to a ladder 
which was up against the front of the 
house, and beat her with a stick, strik- 
ing her across the abdomen four times. 
The victim managed to free herself 
irom the rope, and ran to the rear of 
the house, where she fell, the accused 
continuing the beating with another 
euuck still heavier. A hoe handle was 
wlso used, causing wounds upon the 


head of the girl, Lastly, he caught 
her by the throat and choked her, 
The child fell to the ground* and 


never spoke again except to utter the 
word, “Good-bye,” and in about two 
hours she was dead, 

The mother, who is a cripple, 
not able interfere to protect 
ehild, 

Her statement was corroborated by 
a stutement of the sceused, who fur- 
ther said that in addition to the use 
of rope and sticks in beating the child,

the accused also struck her with’ a 
rock, 
The physician who conducted the 


inquest testified that the injury upon 
the abdomen was suflicient to cause

It appears from the evidence that 
Jos. lvzard, the father of the boy, 
wis paid by the overseers of the poor 
for Manchester district to look after 
Mrs. Ash and her two ghildren, Mag- 
vic, aged six, and a younger sister,

It is probable that the insane 
Chinaman ran until exhausted and 
then laid down in the field of Mr.
